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SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, April 29, ’99. 

In the railway committee this 
morning Bostock made a strong plea 
on behalf of the citizens of Moyie, 
B.C., on the line of the C. N. P. 
railway for the location of a station 
at that point. The company had 
located stations at each side where 
there was no mines and no population. 
Moyie had both mines and population, 
but the company would not give a 
station there, us they said because the 
ground is not suitable, but as the 
Moyie people insinuated because the 
railway company were not given more 
than a fair share of the town site. 

The minister of railways said that 
he had recéived complaints from the 
Moyie people, and believed that like 
complaints had been made from many 
other points. Under the agreement 
with the Crow’s Nest pass rai] way the 
government had the power to protect 
the interests of the Moyie people by 
requiring the erection of a station, 
and intimated that on receipt of full 
information, if the circumstances war- 
rented, the government would protect 
them. He also intimated his inten- 
tion of introducing an amendment to 
the general railway act making pro- 
vision for protection of the public 
interest by the government in future 
similar cases. 

On Monday, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
announced that the business of the 
session would be as follows: Bucget, 
Pacific Cable, Drummond Counties 
railway purchase, Senate reform re- 
solutions, Redistribution bill,  rail- 
way subsidies, Supplementary  esti- 
mates. Besides these the premier said 
that one or two other matters of 
minor importance may be introduced, 
but were not mentioned by him. A 
sufficiently long programme to war- 
rant good use being made of time, if 
the session is not to be dragged be- 
yond a reasonable length 

The past week has made some little 
advance in the business of the session. 
Two full days spent on the estimates 
and a number of important questions 
of principle dealt with by way of 
motions and bills. The government 
has given notice that hereafter Thurs- 
day will be taken for government 
business, making three government 
days out of the five working days of 
the week. This means that the gov- 
ernment is ready to go on with bus- 
iness. A most welcome intimation, 
as we are now in the full heat of 
summer weather. Winter lingered 
long, and still banks of snow can be 
seen in sheltered places, but the days 
are bright and hot and the grass is 
green all about parliament hill. 
Trees are budding, but no leaves are 
seen yet. Seeding has not yet com- 
menced in the Ottawa valley, but no 
doubt will in a few days. Further 
west along Lake Ontario the snow 
went away long before it did here, and 
seeding is well under way ; while still 
further west and south along Lake 
Erie, it is nearly over, grass is green, 
trees are in Jeaf and flowers in bloom. 
It 1s the vast difference in climate 
found in Eastern Canada within a few 
miles that gives such an exaggerated 
idea there of the severity of weather 
in the Northwest because of its 
latitude. It is perfectly plain to 
those who have been both east and 
west that the influences governing the 
climate in the two regions are not at 
all alike. But this is not geaerally 
understood or believed here. To 
most people the world is just what 
they see. 

The estimates were taken up again 
yesterday. The principle discussion 
was on the item for printing voters’ 
lists. under the new tranchise act. 
The government only asked enough 
money to print lists required in bye- 
elections, while the opposition de- 
mand that the whole lists should be 
printed each year at whatever cost. 
The point attempted to be made was 
against the cheapness, work ability 
and fairness of the new franchise act, 
the opposition apparently accepting as 
a labor of love the work of making 
the new act appear if possible as 
expensive, unfair and unwieldy as the 
old one. 

In the senate it was brought out 
that possibly the British government 
will not fall in with the new Pacific 
cable project. If they should not 
and the project fall through, there 
would be very few tears shed by the 
majority of the goverament support- 
ers, who look upon the proposed ex- 
penditure with but slight favor. 

The ferocity of the attack on Mr. 
Bostock’s bill regarding railway passes 
for members of parliament by the 
leader of the opposition, and the 
coolness with which it was slaughtered 
at the second reading without a vote 
in the house, will scarcely be accepted 


by the country as evidence of the 
absolute independence of members of 
parliament of favors extended to them 
by railway companies. If the grant- 
ing of passes is a favor, it implies an 
obligation, and is therefore objection- 
able. If it is not a favor by reason of 
long and universally established 
custom, then there can be no serious 
material objection to making it com- 
pulsory. For custom has to a large 
extent the force of law. If the law 
would not be right then the custom 
is not right. The certificate which 
each speaker gave to the independ- 
ence of his feliow members in the 
railway ‘committee was certainly very 
touching. but unfortunately the net 
result. of the work of that committee, 
from year to year, has been to permit, 
if not to ail continued agressions of 
the railway companies. Three parts 
of the time of the committee has been 
taken up in deciding between railway 
companies or projects, to one part 
employed in protecting the purely 
public interest in railway legislation. 
Truly railway passes my have 
nothing to do with the obliquity of 
view sometimes taken in that com- 
mittee: but as long as the railways 
continually get the best of the public 
at the hands of parliament, and the 
members of parliament are continu- 
ally under personal obligations to the 
railways, so long the public may be 
expected to consider the two parts of 
the admitted fact as respectively 
cause and effect. The pass question 
is an outgrowth of new railway con 
ditions and is being continually 
accentuated by those conditions. If 
the leaders in parliament think there 
is no such question, or that it is not 
pressing for settlement, they are the 
only people in the country who do 
think so. Mr. Bostock’s bill may not 
have been the best method of deal- 
ing with it. But he is entitled to 
every credit for having been the man 
to bring it forward for discussion, and 
for standing by it until it was thrown 
out on the responsibility of the house. 
His financial position and reputation 
are such as to admit of no question as 
tothe disinterestedness of his motives 
in the matter. 
Orrawa, May 2, ’97. 
From time to time during the past 
two sessions the conservative party 
organs have busied themselves with 
rumors of discipline to be applied to 
supporters of the government who 
had not always been as subservient to 
the party leaders. They were no 
doubt judging their opponents by 
themselves. Just what party dis- 
cipline implies, as understood by the 
present opposition, was shown in an 
interesting manner during Monday’s 
session. The member to whom the 
lash was applied was Hon. John 
Costigan, for many years a member of 
the conservative ministry and by 
virtue thereof now occupying a front 
seat on the opposition side of the 
house, next but one to Sir Charles 
Tupper. Mr. Costigan had the hardi- 
hood to oppose the efforts of Hon. 
Geo. G. Foster, first lieutenant in the 
conservative party, to run the recent 
provincial elections in New Bruns- 
wick on party lines ; and, what aggra- 
vated the offence, had the best of the 
fight. To this was added his recent 
vote in the house against the Yukon 
amendment to the address proposed 
on the strength of Sir Hibbert Tup- 
per’s speech. He had therefore oppos- 
ed both the lieutenant and his leader. 
The duty of administering the neces- 
sary party discipline devolved upon 
Dr. Roche, M. P. for Marquette, who 
took the part of the prisoner who 
applies the cat to the back of his 
fellow; a duty which the sheriff, 
deputy sheriff, or jailor, (the leader of 
the party, his lieutenant or the 
regular party whip) either dared not 
or would not degrade themselves to 
perform. The peg upon which the 
attack was hung was the resignation 
of one W. J. Christie from the inland 
revenue department in Winnipeg. It 
appears that H. A. Costigan, son of 
the member, had been in inland revenue 
employ in Winnipeg. On asuitable 
occasion occurring during the past 
summer he had been transferred to 
Ottawa. T. E. Gosnell, then of the 
same department at Calgary, was 
promoted to the position left in Win- 
nipeg -by Costigan’s transfer, and 
Christie was ordered to Calgary to re- 
place Gosnell at $200 a year salary 
more than he was getting in Winni- 
peg. Christie refused to go to Calgary 
and demanded promotion to Costigan’s 
position in Winnipeg. This was re- 
fused and after impertinent corres- 
pondence on his part he was asked to 
resign. Apparently he had atfter- 
wards placed the correspondence in 
the partys’ hands for the purpose of 
making trouble and thereby getting 
even for his alleged grievances. 
Costigan’s transfer, (or alleged pro- 
motion) or Costigan himself, it will be 
seen, had nothing whatever to do 
with the grievances of Christie, except 
that his transfer left the vacancy 
which Christie demanded but did not 
get. Notwithstanding this Dr. Roche 
read into hansard letters from Christie 
accusing Costigan of having mis- 
appropriated money and the govern- 
ment of shielding him. Dr. Roche 
put the case in his own words as 
follows :

CROW’S NEST RAILWAY RATES. 

Mr. McInnes asked : 

Did the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company submit to the governor-in- 
council for approval and revision its 
rates and tolls on the Crow’s Nest 
Pass branci, and on its lines connect- 
ing with such branch, as contemplated 
by clause “c” of the agreement be- 
tween the government and the Cana- 
dian Pacifie Railway Company respcct- 
ing the building of the said branch ? 

2. If so did the governor-in-council 
alter the said rates and tolls as sub- 
mitted for approval or revision, or 
in what respect, if any ? 

3. In the exercise of the powers 
contained in said clause “c,” what 
steps have been taken by the govern- 
ment, of any kind, to secure reason- 
able rates and tolls over the said 
branch and connecting lines?

CALGARY & EDMONTON RAILWAY LANDS. 
Mr. Oliver asked : 


1. What amount of land has been 
earned by the Caigary & Edmonton 
Railway Company ? 

2. What amount ofJand has been 
selected by them and agreed to as 
being theirs by the government ? 


3. What amount of land is still due 
them, and why has it not been 
granted ? 

4. Has the land selected and agreed 
to as being theirs been patented to 
them ! 

5. If not patented, is it taxable for 
school and other local purposes under 
authority of the Northwest govern- 
ment !

2. The company have selected and 
had passed to them by order-ir 
council 1,757,826 acres (including the 
407,402 acres held by the government 
as security for the earning of the 
$80,000 per annum subsidy for twenty 
years for carriage of mails, cc. 


3. Area still due to the company is 
130,622 acres. It has not been grant- 
ed because the company have not as 
yet selected it. 

4. No, except in some small individ- 
ual parcels, as the company have not 
asked for patents. 

5. No. 

6. The government has not yet 
arrived at any conclusion in regard to 
the matter. 

Ottawa, May 4, ’99. 


The annual statement of the financial 
standing of the country, the cunditions of 
its revenues and the announcement of its 
fiscal policy for the ensuing year, com- 
monly called the budget speech, was 
delivered on Tuesday by the minister of 
finance, Hon. W. S. Fielding. m was a 
long speech, full of figures, all ring on 
aoeue point that the trade of the country 
and the revenues of the government were 
in a more flourishing conditien than ever 
before in the history of Canada. Foreign 
trade had increased during the past two 

ears nearly ten million dollars more than it 
had increased in the preceding eighteen 

ears. The revenue had increased from 

0,555,238 for last year to an estimated 
revenue of $46,632,498 for the current year. 
At the same time the custome duties were 
$3,000,000 less than they would have een 
eu the same amount of imports under the 
tariff of 1896. The expenditure had in- 
creased and also the debt, by reason of the 
heavy canal works, and railway subsidies, 
but therate of increase was less than 
under the late government.

Although the debt had increased by reason 
+2 me expenditures the revenue showed 


year a surplus was estimated of $4,600,000. 

Under the late government while the 
debt had been increased so largely the 
average yearly increase of ordinary ex- 
penditure was $427,594. 

The expenditure per head of population 
on ordinary account had ine from 
in 1868, to $850 in 1886. In 91 and 
following years it was: $7.50, $7.50, $7.45, 
$7.50, $7.53, $7.21, $7.39, and $7.39 in 1898, 
showing that the expenditure per head for 
ordinary purposes had becn reduced. 

The most remarkable and satisfactory 
statement was in regard to the increase of 
Canada’s foreign trade. In ‘95 the imports 
were 110 millions and in °98 over 140 
millions, In °95 the exports were 115 
millions and in ‘98 i65 millions. The 
balance of trade in favor of Canada was 18 
millions in’97 and nearly 22 millicns ip ’98. 
The only other years since confederation 
which showed a balance in favor of Canada 
were ‘963 millions, “95 24 millions and ’80 
1} millions. All other years since con- 
federation showed a balance against Canada 
of from 14 millions in 1870 to 45 millions in 
75 and 34 millions in ’83. 


Trade with the West Indies had fallen 
off of recent years, but since allowing 
the preference of 25 per cent on West 
India suger from there showed an increase 
of $37,000 during the past six months over 
the corresponding period last year. Cana- 
dian exports to the West Indies also 
showed an improvement. It was not 
generally understood that West India sugar 
had practically a preference of 25 per cent 


from Europe; es the United States, to 
protect their own cane growers, levied an 


bounty which it had received where grown 
in Europe. West India sugar had the 


amount of this extra duty; hence the 
direction of West India trade towards the 
States. 


The preference extended to British goods 
had not resulted in such increase of imports 


from the States as had been hoped for; 
partly because British manufacturers were 
too busy just now to reach out for new 
fields. But there had been a steady decline 
in British imports as compared with 
American before the preferential tariff was 
introduced. That decrease had been arrest- 
ed and changed to an increase which it 
might fairly be hoped was only the begin- 
ning of a revival of inter-imperial trade. 
Although Britian had not placed any pre- 
ference for Canada on the Statute book, 
British dealers had given Canadian goods a

1897 to 104 millions in 1898. 


The minister read a long list of articles 
which had been made free under the new 
tariff giving the former rates ef duty. The 
list included: Binder twine formerly 12} 
per cent ; barbed fence wire 3-4c a pound ; 
Indian corn 7}c a bushel ; steel fer manu- 
facturing axes, scythes, forks, etc., $10a 
ton. 


He also read a list of duitable goods com- 
paring che former with the present rate, 
showing a reduction of from 5 to 10 per 
cent, 

No changes would be proposed in the 
tariff at this session. While it was not 
claimed that the tariff was perfect it was 
thought better to allow it to stand fora 
time to allow of a fuller experience before 
making anv changes. The preferential 
feature had only been in operation nine 
months which was not sufficient to fully 
test it. There were also the negotiations in 
Washington in prospect which might 
result in requiring further changes. 
He did not hold out much pros 
pect ‘of a reciprocity treaty, however, and 
intimated that although a favorable treaty 
was desirable Canada was never in as good 
a position to get along without reciprocity 
with the United States as now. 


The coal oil dut¥ was still so high as to 
arouse much opposition and the finance 
minister would have little peace until he 
made further reductions. It was not intend- 
ed to further reduce the duty at this session, 
but the regulations as to inspection would 
be so simplified asto ensure the full ad- 
vantage of transport in tank cars and 
vessels to points of consumption. Oil will 
be inspected at the refinery or at the bound- 
ary. Any oil not coming up to the proper 
standard found in Canada will be confiscat- 

There will be no inspection fee and no 
requirement of barreling. It is believed 
that this will to a considerable extent 
cheapen the oil to the consumer, although 
not disturbing the tariff. In conclusion, 
the minister advised caution on the part 
of the business interests of the country. 
We could not expect the present favorable 
conditions of trade to always remain.

Regarding the alleged strike Mr. Price 

ld the Era: ‘‘We got good rim prospects 
—as much as 50 cents to the pan of coarse 
gold. We then turned the stream into an 
old channel, and ran a drainage cut along 
the bed of the stream to a depth at the 
head of ten feet. Then we started a shaft 
8 feet by 10 feet, which we had timbered 
well and had suak to a depth of 35ft. when 
the rising water of the spring freshet came 
iu so quickly that we could not keep ahead 
of it and had to give up for the present. 
We had therefore not got to bed-rock so 
cannot say for certain whether there is or is 
not payable gold there. The wash is evi- 
dent!y very deep and heavy. to work, for as 
we got down we came on large boulders 
which we had to break up with giant 
powder. There'is no doubt that, to start 
with, the cost of proving this ground 1s go- 
ing to be very great, The Alien law, of 
course, deprives me of placer privileges for 
the present, but Wy partner Mr. Evans will 
remain there for a time and I may go back 
to do further prospecting and to prosecute 
further work on Swift Current when low 
water will permit next fall. 

“Tam sorry to hear of the reports that 
have been circulated as to the richness of 
the field, for there is positively nothing de- 
veloped so far to justify any such sensation- 
alreports. The story about $40 a day be- 
ing taken out is nonsense, for as a matter 
of fact there has not beer a dollar’s worth 
of gold yet sent from the ground. The only 
gold sent out was some I sent to Mr. Me- 
Dermot last fall. 

‘Swift Current is very heavy glacial fed 
stream, and will always be ‘liflicult to work. 
The ground there would require to be very 
rich to be payable. We made a pump to try 
to cope with the water but could not do s# 
when it rushed in through the gravel with 
the spring freshet. As we went down we 
made test pannings, and certainly got a 
little gold, and a good deal of iron, but it 
will be impossible to say anything definite 
as to the value of the ground till we get to 
bed-rock. The unsatisfactory thing about 
it so far is that in sinking the shaft we could 
not get gold anything like what we got at 
rim-rock.”

REGARDING HARVEY STRATHDEE—LOST. 


A. C. Starthdee, of Brantford, Ont., 
whose son, Harvey Strathdee, wander- 
ed away from camp near tlie Nelson 
river last year, and has never been 
heard of since, has received the follow- 
ing letter from F. D. Wilson, of the 
Hudson’s Bay Co., Vermilion : 

“Tn answer to your letter of the 
Ist November, relating the sad -cir- 
cumstances of your son’s disappear- 
ance from your camp on “ Taylor’s 
Trail,” last September. 

“T might state that about the Ist 
of November, on the return of a party 
sent out from this post on a trading 
excursion to a point on the Hay river, 
90 miles northwest from here, I was 
informed that an Indian had told 
them that while hunting some dis- 
tance from Hay river, about the Ist of 
October, he had seen the body of a 
white man lying underatree. The 
body was in a state of decomposition, 
and had been partly devoured by 
some animal. 

“After being equipped with sup- 
plies for the winter, these Indians 
disperse for their hunting grounds 
and we do not see them again until 
spring. 

“T have no doubt the body men- 
tioned is that of your unfortunate son, 
I wil! try and get an Indian wogo
